DETAILED ACTION 
Request for Continued Examination 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
5/17/2010 has been entered. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or suggest a controlled release methylphenidate tablet consisting of (A) 
an immediate release methylphenidate coating consisting of (a) methylphenidate, (b) a 
binder and (c) a stabilizer, (B) a controlled release methylphenidate core tablet 
consisting of (a) a compressed mixture consisting of (i) methylphenidate, (ii) a hydrogel 
polymer, (iii) a diluent and (iv) optionally a lubricant, (b) an enteric coating surrounding 
the core tablet consisting of (i) a combination of zein and another enteric polymer, (ii) a 
plasticizer, (iii) an anti-sticking agent and (iv) a surfactant and (C) optionally an esthetic 
coating. All of the above are listed in particular amounts within claims 77-78. 

The closest prior art is Mehta et al. (US Patent 5,837,284) in view of Mulye et al. 
(US Patent 6,475,493) and Beiman et al. (US Patent 6,312,728). Mehta et al. teaches 
two time-separated doses in a single dosage unit of methylphenidate hydrochloride and 
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Art Unit: 1627 

teaches some components of the dosage unit including a binder in the immediate 
release portion. Mulye teaches a coating composition in a controlled release 
pharmaceutical composition that comprises an enteric polymer that is comprised of 
methacrylic acid copolymer. Beiman et al. teach oral dosage delivery systems 
comprised of a core comprising a therapeutic agent, an enteric polymer coating over 
said core, a coating of said therapeutic agent over enteric polymer coat and a protective 
coating and teaches that methacrylic acid copolymer is an enteric coating. However, 
none of the above references teach the composition as claimed in amounts as claimed 
and in the proportions as claimed.
